About four week before his death 
he was taken sick with la grippe, 
which terminated in pneumonia and 
heart trouble was the ultimate cause 
of his death. 

On Sunday the 25th, his funeral ser- 
mon was preached at his home by 
Rev. R. T, Bruner. After service! 
the Masonic fraternity took charge of 
his remains and after laying them by 
the side of his first wife in the family 
grave yard performed the last sad 
rites of that order over his grave

The telegraph operator, while sit- 
ting at his iiistrunieut waiting for 
things to happen in different parts 
of the world, often entertains tho 
telegraph editor with incidents of 
his varied career, says the ArWsona 
Republican. 

Falling into a reminiscent mood 
he remarked: “I had a great time 
that vacation.

Harvey T. Ford, a well to do farm- 
er and highly respecteil citizen, living 
two miles east of Fordsville, in this 
county, died on Friday evening, 
March 23d, 1894, in the 66th’ year of 
his age.

There arn half a dozen uptown 
banks whieh do three-ijuarters of 
their business with women. Situ- 
ated in the residence and shopping 
districts, they are uswl for the house- 
keeping and private purses of those 
women who have Incomes of their 
own or ore paid quarterly allowances 
by husbands or fathers. 

The old jokes anent woman’s Ina- 
bility lo transact money matters are 
scoffed at by the officials of those 
banks. They say that women are 
much more satisfactory depositors 
than men, seldom If ever overdraw- 
ing their accounts and presenting 
tlelr books at regular intervals to 
be written up. 

The constant presence of ladies 
has, however, necessitated a change 
In the arrangement of the bank 
building itself. One in particular, 
in the heart of the shopping district, 
has had its ''ladles' department" cn- 
largerl to aeeommotlatc oozy easy 
chairs and desks for the comfort of 
its depositors, and just by the side 
entrance is ns dainty a little dress- 
ing room as was ever presided over 
by a busy, white-aproned attendant. 

Every possible toilet accessory is 
to be had here, from neiHlles and silk 
of all colors to replace a missing 
button to powder puffs and mani- 
cure articles. A little tray of liuir- 
pins is at hand, wliile wliisk brooms, 
violet water and lavender suits oc- ! 
cupy conspicuous places. 

And #ien the tempting arrange- | 
merits for giving the hands or face | 
one little wash; an oval basin sunk ; 
in a spotless marble slab and fed by ' 
•hining faucets, and such a pile of ! 
snowy towels— these and the cako | 
of scented soap mutely invite to re- 
move the soil of shopping. In fact 
these cozy little conveniences do 
much to swell the clientele of a bunk. 

The attendant at this particular . 
bunk says that the larger u woman's 1 
account the more eccentric she is in | 
her metliods of disposing of it. 

A year ago few women depositors \ 
handled their money at all, making 1 
payments by check and only calling 
at the bunk to make deposits or 
visit the safe deposit vaults.^ Since 
the troubles lost summer they call 
regularly once a week or oftener, 
draw what they need In gold and 
carry it away in little cliamols bags 
fastened inside their frocks. 

Some of the women after counting 
their money at the paying teller's 
desk run into the dressing room, 
spread It on a table and go over it 
two or three times. One rich woman 
rolls her money into a tlglit wad 
and thrusts it into her stocking; an- 
other ties hers in a neat brown 
paper parcel and bears it off in trl-

INFLUENCE OF ANCIENTS. 

It Still Continues to Maks Itself Fsit 
In Literature end Art 
After all, there is nothing In 
modern literature or art that quite 
takes the place of the ancient. The 
alumnus who, in his college days long 
ago, found new possibilites in each 
page of Virgil, Cicero or Homer, 
DOW, after years of forgetfulness 
of those giants of ancient days, 
finds that modern thought is soon ex- 
hausted, and turns uneonseioiisly to 
the friends of bis matrieulutlon. It 
Is essential to know ancient art and 
letters to appreciate the modern. 
The lutter's genesis was in the 
former. Hence the demand for the 
old masters will never ultogether 
oeuso. Prof. Alfred J. Church, pro- 
fessor of Latin In the university 
college, London, has truiisluted a 
series of the stories of Homer, 
Virgil, Livy and Herodotus. 

Charm of Simplicity. 

Whatever has stood the crucial 
test of time has possessed before all 
else tlie element of slmplieity. Over 
elaboration inevitably destroys per- 
manence as well us beauty. The 
dress of the Greek woinuii, for In- 
stuiiee, though not found practic- 
able for our workaday age and 
clime, still remains the stuiulurd of 
beautj' and grace, and its principal 
cburacteristie was siniplicity both 
of form and color. Little decora- 
tion was used, soinetiriies a liorder 
of simple design, hut tlie bi'auti' of a 
robe depended mainly uism tlie 
flowing groi'efui lines in widcli the 
material itself hung. 

Might Maks Thinga Woraa. 

It might serve a useful piiriiose if 
American gold and silver sniitlis 
were to follow the Russian custom 
of engraving a suggestive ({uotu- 
tion from some iilillosoplier upon 
their spoons and dishes. Perhiijis 
some dinner conversations might be 
less vapid and badly sustuined l>y 
means of this simple expedient 
—though on the whole those who 
are familiar with the philosophies of 
the ages, and can descant interest- 
ingly upon them, are not tlie ones to 
be at a loss for topics without ex- 
traneous aid.
